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NUMIS-ANTICS LIGHT  SIDE 

OF  COIN  COLLECTING

The  science  of  numisma- 
tics is  a serious  pursuance 
which  involves  a tremendous 
amount  of  personal  study. 
However,  numismatics  on  vir- 
tually all  levels  runs  ram- 
pant with  humor.  Numis-ant- 
ics,  the  light  side  of  the 
hobby  and  vocation  usually 
comes  to  light  at  the  ex- 
pense of  those  who  are  not 
well-informed.  Human  nature 
dictates  a sincere  desire 
not  to  be  exposed  when  a 
subject  looms  before  one  non 
extricable • 

We  should  not  laugh  at  a 
persons  inexperience,  but  we 
can  surely  stimulate  our 
sense  of  humor  and  observe 
the  light  side  of  numisma- 
tics. With  this  in  mind,  I 
would  like  to  share  with  you 
some  rather  comical  situa- 
tions with  which  I have  been 
involved. 

Many  years  ago  I had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  an  el- 
derly gentleman.  In  our  con- 
versation, he  mentioned  he 
had  a whole  cigar  box  full 
of  "Indian  Chief  nickels."  I 
naturally  expressed  an  in- 
terest in  his  hoard,  and 
asked  if  it  would  be  poss- 
ible to  look  through  his 
coins.  He  agreed,  hesitat- 
ingly indicating  he  had  only 
saved  rare  "Indian  chiefs." 

Naturally  my  interest 
was  immediately  compounded 


many  times  over.  My  hopes 
were  soon  shattered,  how- 
ever, as  I parted  my  fingers 
through  an  entire  box  of 
dateless  buffalo  nickels.  It 
took  a lot  of  explaining, 
but  I finally  managed  to 
convince  him  that  what  he 
had  was  an  accumulation  of 
worn-out  coins,  not  a group 
of  "Indian  Chiefs"  which  had 
been  released  before  the 
dates  had  been  added! 

All  was  not  lost,  how- 
ever, as  he  had  one  other 
coin  to  show  me.  He  called 
it  his  "nil-nickel."  This 
terminology  completely  es- 
caped me,  so  my  interest  was 
again  aroused.  His  reply  is 
still  clear  as  day. 

"Yep",  he  exclaimed, 
"This  one  here  only  has 
three  legs!'-’  He  was  right, 
too.  He  had  a real  nice  ex- 
ample of  a three-legged 
nickel. 

During  my  high  school 
years,  I had  a part-time  job. 
at  a discount  department 
store  in  suburban  Milwaukee. 
One  day  a gent  wanted  to 
know  what  the  price  of  a 
certain  window  unit  air  con- 
ditioner was  in  U.S.  dol- 
lars. Not  finding  a price 
tag  on  the  box,  I offered  to 
check  the  price  in  our  cat- 
alog. 

Perhaps  the  man  had  been 
overcome  by  the  heat,  be- 
cause he  became  very  impa- 
tient over  the  fact  that  I 
was  unable  to  compute  the 
price  which  was  listed  on 
the  box  by  the  foreign  manu- 
facturer. When  I told  him 
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that  I had  not  realized  that 
the  item  had  come  priced  in 
a foreign  currency,  he  real- 
ly blew  his  stack  and  com- 
plained that  the  ruination 
of  the  country  was  young 
people  selling  items  which 
they  didn't  know  anything 
about . 

■fell,  the  customer  is 
always  right,  so  I tried  to 
humor  him  a bit,  and  then  he 
really  became  impatient.  He 
said,  ’’Now  look  here  at  this 
price.”  "Gee” , I said,  "I 
don't  see  where  the  price  is 
marked.”  He  retaliated  by 
saying  that  I was  not  only 
dumb,  but  couldn't  see 
either ! 

Just  about  that  time, 
the  store  manager  was  pass- 
ing by.  The  man  hailed  him 
and  asked  if  he  could  help, 
inasmuch  as  I couldn't.  "All 
I want  to  know  is  how  much 
5,000  btu's  is  in  dollars,” 
he  said.  Come  to  think  of 
it,  he  never  did  apologize. 

In  the  sixties,  while  I 
was  managing  the  coin  de- 
partment of  a Waukesha  jewe- 
lry store,  we  decided  to  run 
some  assorted  specials  in 
the  local  paper.  A young  lad 
entered  one  day  and  asked  if 
it  were  true  that  we  were 
offering  five  different  Ind- 
ian cents  for  a dollar.  I 
assured  him  this  was  indeed 
true,  and  that  we  had  an  ex- 
tensive selection  on  hand. 
He  immediately  reached  into 
his  pocket  and  brought  out  a 
rather  dilapidated  want 
list.  After  several  minutes 
he  asked  for  assurance  that 


the  coins  would  be  in  nice 
condition.  I told  him  that 
they  would  be  nice  collect- 
able coins.  He  then  asked 
for  an  1869,  1871,  1872, 
1877  and  1909-S! 

A few  years  back  I took 
a call  from  a lady  who  had  a 
$2-1  gold  coin  she  wanted  to 
sell.  I asked  her  what  the 
date  on  the  coin  was.  She 
told  me  it  was  1854^  My  next 
question  was  if  there  was  a 
mint  mark  on  the  reverse  un- 
der the  eagle.  She  told  me 
there  was  a D.  She  was  very 
happy  when  I related  that  it 
was  a rather  rare  date  and 
that  the  coin  would  command 
a substantial  premium.  I 
asked  her  to  bring  the  coin 
to  my  office.  When  she  ar- 
rived, it  became  apparent 
the  D she  saw  was  only  the 
shortened  form  of  Dollar. 

The  grand-daddy  of  them 
all  was  the  chap  who  turned 
our  firm  in  to  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  for 
selling  Government  Issue 
1974  Mint  sets  which  did  not 
contain  the  San  Francisco 
nickle,  dime,  quarter,  and 
half  dollar! 

Humor  in  numismatics 
comes  in  many  forms,  and  it 
is  usually  a welcomed  change 
in  the  complex  world  of  to- 
day. To  you  who  are  new  in 
the  hobby,  don't  be  afraid 
to  ask  questions.  Should  you 
ask  a question  which  is  ob- 
vious to  many,  remember  that 
at  one  time  we  were  all  be- 
ginners and  that  most  of  us 
are  learning  something  new 
each  and  every  day. 
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COLLECTING  YOUR  BIRTH  YEAR 
By  Harold  Helm  - WNWWA 

While  attending  the 
A.N.A.  National  Convention 
at  Miami  Beach,  Florida  in 
1974,  I took  time  to  sit 
down  and  talk  with  a young 
lady  at  the  table  of  Capital 
Plastics  Incorporated.  The 
purpose  of  our  talk  was  to 
figure  out  a special  holder 
for  twelve  coins  I had,  all 
dated  1927,  my  birth  year. 
Nine  of  the  coins  were  Unit- 
ed States  coins,  and  three 
were  Canadian  coins.  At  the 
time  I was  active  at  collec- 
ting Canadian  coins  as  well 
as  United  States  coins,  and 
as  long  as  Canada  only  iss- 
ued three  denominations  in 
1927,  I included  them  with 
the  United  States  coins  in 
this  special  holder. 

The  holder  holds  one  of 
each  denomination  issued  for 
1927,  as  some  of  the  coins 
for  the  United  States  were 
too  expensive  to  include  all 
mint  marks. 

The  Canadian  coins  are: 
The  one  cent,  the  five  cent, 
and  the  quarter.  The  United 
States  coins  are:  The  one 
cent,  five  cent,  the  ten 
cent,  quarter,  half,  and  one 
dollar,  also  one  commemora- 
tive half  dollar,  the  two 
and  one  half  dollar  gold 
piece,  and  twenty  dollar 
gold  piece.  This  is  a treas- 
ured item  in  my  collection 
today. 

Many  people  today  say 
they  can’t  afford  coins  any 


more.  1*11  admit  the  prices 
are  getting  too  expensive  in 
some  areas.  I have  changed 
some  of  my  interests  also 
in  recent  years. 

I have  just  recently 
started  to  study  my  birth 
year. 

Can  you  name  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States 
during  your  birth  year?  Who 
was  governor  of  your  state 
that  year?  Who  was  director 
of  the  mint?  Who  was  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury? 

Just  referring  to  United 
States  material,  let's  take 
a numismatic  look  at  the 
year  1927.  If  you  were  to 
collect  United  States  coins, 
there  would  be  a total,  of 
twenty  one  with  all  mint 
marks.  You  could  do  as  I did 
and  collect  one  of  each  de- 
nomination. 

In  the  paper  money  fie- 
ld, we  have  all  large  size 
notes,  as  the  small  size 
were  not  issued  until  1929* 
If  we  just  concentrate  on 
the  one,  two,  five,  ten,  and 
twenty  dollar  denominations, 
we  would  have  fourteen  diff- 
erent notes  that  were  curr- 
ent at  that  time.  There  were 
four  Legal  Tender  Notes,  two 
Silver  Certificates,  three 
National  Bank  Notes,  two 
Gold  Certificates,  and  three 
Federal  Reserve  Notes.  The 
signature  combinations  on 
notes  current,  at  that  time, 
would  be  Spellman-White,  or 
Woods-White  on  all  notes  ex- 
cept Federal  Reserve  Notes. 
QnLhese  notes  we  wouldhave 
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Mellon-White. 

In  my  collection  of  over 
650  tokens  from  Oshkosh, 
Wisconsin,  I found  out  from 
the  city  directory  for  1927, 
that  sixty  five  of  these 
tokens  were  from  thirty  sev- 
en places  in  business  that 
year. 

Referring  back  to  the 
four  questions  I asked  ear- 
lier. Calvin  Coolidge  was 
President  in  1927.  This 
could  give  me  another  comm- 
emorative half  dollar,  as  he 
appeared  on  the  1926  Sesqui- 
centennial  of  American  Inde- 
pendence Half  Dollar  with 
George  Washington. 

The  year  1927  was  an 
election  year  in  Wisconsin, 
so  we  had  two  governors  that 
year.  John  J.  Blaine* s term 
expired  and  Fred  Zimmerman 
took  office  that  year*.  I do 
not  know  of  any  tokens  or 
medals  honoring  these  men, 
but  there  would  be  political 
buttons  or  badges  for  them. 
One  could  include  President 
Coolidge  on  any  political 
material  collected  for  1927 5 
as  he  still  was  in  office. 
There  would  be  Assay  and  In- 
augural medals  also  for  the 
President. 

Robert  John  Grant  was 
Director  of  the  Mint,  and 
Andrew  W.  Mellon  was  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury.  These 
two  men  are  on  medals  issued 
from  the  United  States  Mint, 
which  also  has  a medal  of 
President  Calvin  Coolidge. 

As  for  important  events 
happening  in  1927?  besides 
mv  birth.  we  can*t  forget 


that  in  May  of  that  year 
Charles  Lindbergh  made  his 
solo  flight  across  the  At- 
lantic Ocean.  The  mint  iss- 
ued a medal  in  1928  for  the 
event.  To  collect  material 
on  Charles  Lindbergh  could 
be  a long  list. 

There  we  have  a selec- 
tion of  numismatic  things  to 
collect  for  1927.  It  could 
be  small  or  it  could  be  lar- 
ge, undoubtedly  much  more 
could  be  added  to  the  list. 

Why  don*t  you  study  your 
birth  year?  It  may  turn  out 
to  be  a very  interesting 
year  also. 

The  only  thing  some  peo- 
ple may  not  like  about  coll- 
ecting their  birth  year,  is 
that  you  let  everyone  know 
how  old  you  are!

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OUR  NATIONS  FIRST 
COUNTERFEITS

The  recent  sale  of  the 
Hydeman  1913  liberty  head 
nickel  for  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  should  more 
than  mark  historic  value 
heights,  it  should  remind  us 
that  this  expensive  jewel  is 
one  of  the  world* s most 
counterfeited  coins* 

Counterfeiting  has  been 
with  us  so  long  that  few 
people  today  remember  that 
in  colonial  days  there  was  a 
counterfeiting  tragedy  which 
took  place  only  a few  years 
after  the  three  large  geo- 
graphic settlements  had  been 
established  in  New  England. 

Unable  to  import  needed 
coinage  by  English  law,  the 
colonies  found  that  dealing 
in  corn,  furs,  and  tobacco 
was  cumbersome  at  best,  and 
a geographic  glut  of  supply 
meant  a sharp  decrease  in 
values. 

The  Pilgrim  then  borrow- 
ed the  common  sense  answer 
from  his  Indian  neighbors 
who  for  centuries  had  equat- 
ed value  to  work  performed, 
Wampum  was  the  answer. 

Wampum  was  shell  money, 
laboriously  created  by  grin- 
ding down  a spiral  shell  to 
its  core,  smoothing  and  pol- 
ishing to  a size  of  about  a 
quarter  inch,  and  shaping  to 
roughly  round.  Each  Wampum 
bead  was  reasoned  to  repre- 
sent one  hours  labor,  and 
its  value  was  set  at  that, 


all  this  by  unschooled  Red- 
men  often  considered  savages 
at  this  time! 

Since  the  Indian  would 
not  sell  his  venison,  herbs 
and  wild  fruit  for  the  tools 
and  corn  valued  and  offered 
by  the  colonists,  the  barter 
answer  had  to  be  something 
the  Redman  valued,  something 
that  represented  labor,  Wam- 
pum. 

The  arrangement  was  a 
success  for  a time,  with 
skilled  culonists  turning 
out  a superior  type  of  Wam- 
pum bead,  and  the  Indians 
willing  to  trade  beaver 
skins  as  well  as  food  for 
this  barter  device.  The  sta- 
ble value  of  Wampum  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  colonists  and 
Redman  alike,  and  all  pros- 
pered for  a time,  but  greed, 
an  enemy  then,  as  now,  brou- 
ght forth  the  first  colonial 
counterfeiters. 

Inferior  shells  and  poor 
workmanship  were  the  down- 
fall of  Wampum  as  a trade 
device,  clumsy  mass  produced 
junk  began  to  debase  the 
shell  currency,  and  the  bad 
money  drove  out  the  good. 

Those  in  barter,  both 
Redman  and  white,  rejected 
the  shoddy  counterfeit  coin- 
age, and  as  the  colonies 
grew  in  size  and  population, 
commerce  expanded  and  Span- 
ish coinage  was  imported  to 
replace  the  debased  Wampum. 

In  our  history  the  coun- 
terfeiter never  again  had 
such  a great  impact  on  our 
budding  nation,  although 
continental  and  confederate 
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forgeries  caused  consider- 
able concern  in  their  times. 

In  later  years  the  hun- 
dreds of  altered  date  1913 
nickels  were  only  a heart- 
ache to  the  gullible  with 
only  minimal  national  im- 
pact, surely  no  problem  at 
all  to  B.  Max  Mehl  who  knew 
where  all  five  were  at  all 
times.
